Ex-Manager Here 
Resigns in Kleberg 


KLEBERG, Tex. (AP) — Resignations and 


firings left city hall in this town on Dallas' 
southeast outskirts nearly deserted today. 


City Manager Jack Russell, a former Cor- 


sicana city manager, resigned Tuesday 
following the discharges of city staffers and 
two of the three city policemen. 


Fired in addition to the policemen were the 


city secretary, the head of the sanitation 
department and the building inspector. The 
plumbing inspector quit. 


The employes were fired without explanation 


Monday night after three new councilmen— 
William McColm, Charles Wright and Everett 
Bishop—took office. 


Kussell said the firing of so many employes 


would overburden him with time-consuming 
responsibilities. 


George E. Strain, police chief, called the 


dismissal purely personal. "I haven't really 
made up my mind what to do right now, but I'm 
going to fight for the rights of the officers. The 
action was very unjust," said the chief .Strain's 
wife was fired from her city secretary's job. 


Russell, who resigned as Corsicana's city 


manager July 5, 1973, established Govern- 
mental Service Agency, a municipal consulting 
firm, on leaving the services of this city. He 
came to Corsicana from North Richland Hills 
in March, 1972. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood said this morning she 


was not aware Russell had taken the city 
manager's job in Kleberg, but had understood 
from his successor here, Dick Ballenger, whom 
Russell also brought in from North Richland 
Hills, that Russell "was acting as a city 
manager consultant" for Kleberg. 
Elusive Robber 
Finally Nabbed 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — An elusive gunman 


escaped tackles by three bystanders twice as 
he ran from a bank he had robbed Monday, but 
was apprehended a short tune later by a 
Henrico County policeman. 


Stuart Bruce Vivenzio, 27, of Belton, Tex., 


was charged with robbing the Richmond 
National Bank after he was stopped by 
Patrolman W. L. Jackson near a wooded area 
close to the bank. 


Police reconstructed events this way: 
Shortly after 5 p.m. a man entered a Mc- 


Donald's restaurant across from the bank and 
ordered a drink. 


He sat at a booth next to one occupied by two 


young men, took several sips from his cup, and 
then walked across the street to the bank. 


One of the pair later recalled jokingly asking 


the other, "I wonder if he's going to rob the 
bank?" 


The man entered the bank and passed a note 


to a teller advising, "This is a stickup. Give me 
all the money from your cash drawer. I don't 
want any of the ones." 


The teller put the money on the counter and 


the man placed it in a metal lunch box he was 
carrying. 
Oil Companies 
Taxes Holding 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House Ways and 


Means Committee has refused to drain an extra 
$2.1 billion from the petroleum industry's 
profits for 1974 and 1975. 


Committee Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D- 


Ark., cast the deciding ballot Monday as the 
taxwriting panel voted 13-12 against 
an 


amendment aimed at boosting the oil in- 
dustry's taxes. 


Oil-state forces on the committee thus scored 


a significant victory. They have been fighting 
to allow oil companies to plow back into ex- 
ploration and development money which the 
federal government otherwise would be 
collecting as a proposed new windfall profits 
tax. 


Besides the windfall profits levy, the oil tax 


reform bill being written by the panel also 
would eventually phase out the petroleum 
depletion allowance and would revamp the tax 
treatment of American oil company income 
earned abroad. Petroleum firms use the depl- 
etion allowance to save some $2 billion to $3 
billion a year in federal taxes. 


According to new figures from the com- 


mittee's expert tax staff Monday, the bill would 
gain $16.8 billion in additional federal revenue 
from the petroleum industry through 1979. The 
amendment proposed by Rep. Joseph E. Karth, 
D-Minn., would have added $2.1 billion to this 
amount for this year and next year. 
Vitamin C Won't 
Prevent Colds 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) — The head of a 


major medical center says Vitamin C gets vir- 
tually nowhere in preventing or shortening 
colds, but has some beneficial effect on their 
severity. 


Dr. Thomas Chalmers, president of New 


York City's Mt. Sinai Medical Center, thus 
challenged a theory by Nobel Prizewinner Dr. 
Linus Pauling that massive daily doses of the 
vitamin can prevent the common cold. 


Chalmers made his comments Monday in a 


report to the 58th annual meeting of the 
Federation of American Societies for Ex- 
perimental Biology. 


He said he had dug into all major clinical 


reports—both pro and con—published on the 
subject during a 32-year period between 1942 
and 1974 by investigators other than Pauling. 
And he said he had come to these conclusions: 


—Vitamin C gets virtually nowhere as a cold- 


preventor or as a cold-shortener. 


—The vitamin, also known as ascorbid acid, 


does have some beneficial effect on the severity 
of colds, but: 


"The effects are quantitatively so small and 


the possibility of suggestion as the primary 
mechanism so large that it hardely seems 
worthwhile for anyone to take all those pills for 
such a long time. 


"This is especially true in view of the fact 


that there are as yet no data on long-term 
toxicity."

A number 
of other faculty benefits were 
also approved. 


During the last portion of the 


meeting, the trustees called an 
executive session to discuss 
"personnel." Leighton Dawson, 
chairman 
of the board of. 


trustees, announced no action 
was taken during the session. 
Contacted this morning, Dr. 
Walker said he is not prepared 
at this time to announce any 
proposals concerning renewal 
or 
termination 
of 
teacher 


contracts. "I don't know when 
we'll have everything worked 
out," he said. 


The new salary schedule 


approved 
by 
the 
trustees 


provides a starting pay rate of 
$8,500 per year for personnel 
with 
bachelor's 
degrees. 


Previously, 
there 
was 
no 


established starting rate in this 
category, Dr. Walker said. 


Starting pay for persons with 


a master's degree is increased 
from $8,424 to $9,000. A master's 
degree plus 30 school hours 
entitles a new employee to start 
at $9,500 rather than $8,964, and 
a master's plus 60 hours em- 
ployee will start at $10,000 
rather than the previous base 
rate of $9,144. A doctorate will 
entitle a Navarro employee to 
begin work at $10,500 per year, 
compared 
to 
the 
previous 


$10,044. 


The new base salary schedule 


will effect newly employed 
personnel only. 


Additions to the above base 


salaries include: (1) $100 per 
year for each year of acceptable 
teaching or directly 
related 


work experience, not to exceed 
the maximum of ten years, (2) 
payment for 50 per cent of the 
cost of the full-time professional 
employees premium for the 
college approved group in- 
surance 
plan 
(costing the 


colelge a total of $8,750 per 
year), (3) up to $100 per year for 
professional 
development 


travel, (4) a 10 per cent pay 
increase — calculated on each 
individual's base salary — for 
all full-time faculty members 
reappointed for 
the 
1974-75 


colege year, and (5) $50 per 
month 
additional 
pay 
to 


department directors for ser- 
vices rendered as directors. 


The college president is also 


authorized 
to . establish 
a 


schedule for compensation for 
part-time teaching, not to ex- 


ceed $600 per three semester 
hour credit course. 


College Turstees 
O. 
L. 


Albritton Jr., Louis E. Gibson, 
Edwin Davis and E. E. Mid- 
dleton were appointed as a 
committee to work for the 
establishment of "a non-profit 
foundation to receive funds and 
provide services for the benefit 
of the college." Chairman of the 
Navarro 
College 
Board, 


Leighton Dawson, will also 
serve as chairman of the 
foundation committee, which 
will work with the president of 
the college in drafting a foun- 
dation charter and by-laws. 


The board 
approved 
Dr. 


Walker's recommendation that 
faculty members be paid 12 
cents per mile travel allowance 
— 
the 
amount 
which 
is 


currently paid state employees. 
Dr. Walker noted that the in- 
crease is necessary to meet the 
increasing costs of travel and 
that federal employees now get 
15 cents per mile. 


The allowance for meal ex- 


penses was also increased from 
$1.35 per meal to $2.50 per meal. 


Dr. Walker was authorized to 


change the college accounting 
system to a modified accrual 
system, with cost accounting 
practices aimed at improving 
the 
efficiency 
of 
fiscal 


management. Dr. Walker said 
encumbered 
and 
unen- 


cumbered amounts will be 
listed monthly to allow a closer 
examination of how quickly 
funds are being used up during 
the year. 


The board also authorized Dr. 


Walker 
to amend 
the in- 


stitutional budget and to make 
budget transfers as necessary 
for adjusting estimated and 
projected 
income 
and 
ex- 


penditures to balance with 
actual 
income 
and 
ex- 


penditures. "The total amount 
of the budget shall not be in- 
creased without specific board 
approval." 


As a formality, the board 


authorized the college president 
to 
accept 
employee 


resignations. It is understood 
that the college president has 
this authority, the board in- 
dicated, but specific approval is 
given by the board to make it 
official. 


In other business, the board 


accepted 
the college 
audit 


report prepared by Philip W. 
DeFranco. The only correction 
made in the audit was to change 
"total loans current" 
from 


$66,451 to $32,379. Dr. Walker 
said 
the 
mistake 
was 
a 


typographical error made in 
printing the audit report. 


MILKES 
ALSO said 
the 


petition is being drawn up by a 
lawyer to insure its validity. 


The petition, by law, will need 


2,784 signatures. It is necessary 
though, that each petitioner be a 
Navarro County resident and 
have voted in the last general 
election for governor. 


Milkes emphasized that "an 


audit will probably not require a 
tax hike because 
the ex- 


penditure will run a lot closer to 
$8,000, 
which 
the 
com- 


missioners spend quite freely, 
for each precinct rather than 
$30,000." 


Navarro 
County 
Com- 


missioners have said that they 
would not call an outside audit 
without a petition from the 
taxpayers. The commissioners 
said an estimate from an ac- 
counting firm places fhe cost at 
$8,000 to $15,000 for a one-year 
audit and $16,000 to $30,000 for a 
three-year audit. 


MILKES noted 
that 
the 


commissioners 
court should 


have 
consulted 
other 
ac- 


counting firms, especially those 
specializing in auditing county 
government. 


Milkes said the time, date, 


and place of the meeting will be

Maddox of Dawson, completely 
burned. He said the

removed from the. building. 


Hale said Dawson firemen 


were alerted to the blaze by 
Navarro County Deputy Sheriff 
Harold Pitts. Pitts used the 
siren on his squad car to sound a 
fire alarm, Hale noted, and then 
both Corsicana and Hubbard 
firefighting units were called to 
the scene.

Mayor

revealed Monday afternoon that 
the Corsicana Public Library 
had received two letters from 
County Judge Rob Dunn asking 
for names and addresses of all 
library 
users 
"outside 
the 


corporate limits of Corsicana." 


JUDGE DUNN stated that he 


and the county commissioners 
wanted the reports to be made 
monthly. 


The two letters were read by 


Mayor 
Youngblood 
at 
the 


meeting of the library board. 
Mayor Youngblood is chairman 
of the board. 


The first letter, dated Jan. 16, 


said 
that 
"we respectfully 


request" that all county library 
patrons be listed by both name 
and address and submitted to 
the county commission once a 
month. 


The second letter, dated Feb. 


16 and sent to City Manager 
Dick Ballenger, said that no 
January report had been made, 
and asked that it be sent. 


Julius Jacobs, library board 


member, had appeared at the 
January meeting of the com- 
missioners and asked that the 
$5,000 given yearly to the 
library by the county be taken 
from the regular budget instead 
of Revenue Sharing funds, since 
those funds could not be mat- 
ched by the state. 


IT WAS AT this meeting that 


the 
county 
commissioners 


passed a resolution to ask for 
monthly 
reports 
from 
the 


library, with Billy Hargrove 
voting "no" on the resolution. 


The question of how the report 


could be made was debated at 
length 
by 
library 
board 


members. 


Mrs. Marcia Braly, librarian, 


told members that since the 
library has gone on the "new 
card system" of individual 
plastic cards carried by each 
member, getting names and 
addresses 
of every county 


patron would be "almost im- 
possible." The new system went 
into effect three years ago. 


"In the old days, we kept all 


the cards with addresses on 
them," said Mrs. Braly. "Now, 
each person has his own plastic 
card, and there is only a name 
with no address. The addresses 
and the county markings are 
kept on file, but we simply don't 
have enough time or help to look 
up each person as he or she 
checks out a book." 


SHE POINTED out that there 


were 
exactly 
5,287 
new 


borrowers registered in the 
plastic card system. 


"We could look up the number 


of county patrons and give the 
commissioners a list of them, 
but I don't see how we could 
give monthly reports. We would 
have 
to ask 
each person 


checking out books to sign his or 
her name each month," she 
added. 


Explaining 
that 
although 


there were certain, times that 
business was slow enough to 
sign up people, she added that 
there were many times during 
the working day when there 
were people "four deep in front 
of the check-out desks," and 
there "simply would not be time 
or opportunity to get names and 
addresses of each person. 


The use of special plastic 


cards for county residents was 
discussed, but dismissed as 
being "a monumental task, and 
extremely 
expensive," 
ac- 


cording to Mrs. Braly and 
several board members. 


MRS. LYNNE SANDERS and 


Mrs. Will Miller proposed the 
inviting of Judge Dunn and the 
county commissioners to visit 
the library, so that its workings 
might be better understood. 


"Probably they are not aware 


of the proceedure," said Mrs. 
Sanders. "Their wives may use 
the library, but perhaps they 
have not had the time to use it 
themselves. If they could see 
how the system works, it would 
be helpful, and they might aid 
us in reaching some sort of 
solution." 


It was unanimously adopted 


to invite the judge and the 
commissioners to come to the 
library "at any time it is con- 
venient," said Mrs. Miller. 


Other 
business 
included 


accepting the librarian's report, 
which showed a gain in cir- 
culation to 14,111 books and 
pictures in March. "It may be 
because the television reruns 
have started," said Mrs. Braly. 


"It is probably because of the 


good service and the good 
books," said Mrs. Sanders. 


Mrs. Braly reported 67 new 


borrowers for the month of 
March, 24 of them county 
borrowers. 


Mrs. 
Miller, genealogical 


librarian, reported that the 
Annie Carpenter Love collec- 
tion donated by Mrs. Ted 
Ferguson now consists of 22 
books on genealogy.

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IRS Eyed Rock Fans and Card Burners 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Internal Revenue Service until 
recently was prepared to audit 
the taxes of anyone attending a 
rock festival or burning his 
draft card, according to an IRS 
internal memo. 


The memo was made public 


Tuesday by Sen. Lowell P. Wei- 
cker Jr., R-Conn. It is a 
January 1973 status report on a 
what was called a special com- 
pliance group set up inside IRS 
to collect intelligence informa- 
tion on all persons or groups 
advocating so-called extremist 
views. 


The unit was set up in the 


first year of the Nixon adminis- 
tration and by 1973, according 
to the memo, had amassed 8,000 
files on individuals and 3,000 on 
organizations. It had collected 
12,000 classified documents and 
had compiled a list of 16,000 
groups or individuals "who fall 
into the category of posing a 
threat and probability of tax 
violations," the IRS memo 
said. 


"The magnitude and potential 


of this facility is unlimited," 
the memo said. "A recent audit 
supports the conclusion that 


this function offers high poten- 
tial as a deterrent to wide- 
spread tax violation by activist 
groups." 


The memo was signed by 


John J. Flynn, regional com- 
missioner of the North Atlantic 
region of the IRS. It was ad- 
dressed to IRS directors. 


The document said that the 


IRS was collecting information, 
with the help of law enforce- 
ment agencies, on so-called vio- 
lent groups. 


It also said that members of 


non-violent groups also were 
being included. 


"Included are those who pub- 


licly destroy and burn draft 
cards, destroy Selective Service 
records, participate in and or- 
ganize May Day demonstra- 
tions, organize and attend rock 
festivals which attract youth 
and narcotics..." the memo 
said. 


It also said IRS agents were 


interested in the tax returns of 
those aiding in the sale of fire- 
arms to the Irish Requblican 
Army, who travel to Cuba, Al- 
geria or North Vietnam or who 
are engaged in "inciting com- 
motion and resistance to au- 


thority by encouraging defec- 
tors in the Armed Forces to en- 
ter into alliances to subvert this 
nation..." the memo said. 


Weicker said Monday that the 


special unit was dismantled in 
August 1973 at the same time 
that allegations were being 
made before the Senate Water- 
gate committee that the White 
House had used the IRS to ben- 
efit President Nixon's friends 
and to punish his political

public of China and Russia, 
President Nixon's increased 
spending and revenue sharing 


program were attacked by both 
Skees and Gallion in a recent 
interview with Billy Torres of 
the San Angelo StandardTimes. 


Skees, Texas' American par- 


ty chairman and a self-em- 
ployed consulting geologist in 
Midland, has an office stocked 
with books such as "Teddy 
Bare," "None Dare Call It Con- 
spiracy," and "I Accuse Mao." 
Most of the reading material is 
sharply conservative. 


"Teddy Bare" criticizes U.S. 


Sen. Edward Kennedy for the 
measures he has supported in 
the past and his political philos- 


ophy. 


"It is interesting to note that 


the small communities and oth- 
ers away from government es- 
tablishments are the more con- 
servative 
oriented," Skees 


said. "When you get around San 
Angelo, San Antonio or El Paso 
where there is a concentration 
of government employes, you 
will find a very liberal element. 


"What this means is that 


people in government are al- 
ways interested in perpetuating 
themselves. Government never 
generates anything, it never 
creates anything. All it does is 


redistribute the wealth, takes it 
from those who have and dis- 
perses it out." 


He said, "The only way they 


(government employes) can 
improve their status is to climb 
another rung on the ladder ... 
and there are not enough rungs 
on the ladder. So the only other 
thing they can do is broaden 
their base and create more 
government." 


Both Skees and Gallion, a 


Virginia native who hopes to be 
on the ballot as the American 
party's candidate for Congress 
in the 21st District, say defense 


expenditures are not "fat" and 
should not be cut from future 
national budgets. 


Gallion said that what Ameri- 


cans want most is security. 
They want to be protected most 
of all, and therefore the nation's 
defense is vital, he said. 


Gallion, a geologist for a ma- 


jor oil company near Crane, 
said he cannot see the point of 
children in the Northeast going 
cold in the winter because envi- 
ronmentalists create an uproar 
when an oil spill is discovered. 


He said environmentalists ob- 


tain court injunctions to curtail 


oil exploration and to stop the 
movement of oil through pipe- 
lines every time fish are dis- 
covered dead near an oil spill. 


Neither West Texan mourns 


the loss of George Wallace by 
the American party. 


Gallion said the picture of 


Wallace standing in front of an 
Alabama school blocking ad- 
mission of black children to 
protest what he called the usur- 
pation of states' rights, is an 
"albatross" around the party's 
neck. 


"We are not racists," Skees 


says of the party image some 


people say that picture repre- 
sents. 


Skees said the return of Wal- 


lace to the Democrats means 
the population has a responsi- 
bility to inform itself of the 
American 
party's 
new 
ap- 


proach' to state and national 
problems. 


"There are many people in 


our party who think highly* of 
George Wallace," Skees said. 
"But George Wallace has de- 
cided to become a Democrat. 
Unless he makes an attempt to 
come back to the American 
party, we have to go our sepa- 


rate ways." 


Ho added, "This is a good ex- 


ample of the American party: 
establishing a party of prin- 
ciples instead of men." 


He said party members who 


sway to the left or right of the 
party's political philosophy will 
not receive its support. 


Skees acknowledged his party 


did riot do as well in 1972 as in 
1968 because of the "confusion 
created" because of Wallace's 
move back to the Democratic 
party.

noise," he pointed out. 


"We lost $54,000 to burglars 


and theft last year and we 
recovered only $23,000," Shelton 
said. 


Deputy Jimmy Spencer and 


Deputy Jim Hodge explained 
lhat it is important to record on 
a piece of paper all seriel 
numbers of T.V. sets, radios, 
and guns. 


Spencer explained that the 


National Neighborhood Watch 
program 
involves neighbors 


being on the lookout for their 
neighbor's property when they 
are away from home. 


"When you are going to be 


away from home at night leave 
the radio playing and the lights 
on. Don't get in a routine. If you 
are in a habit of driving your 
car 
in front of the 
house 


sometimes drive it around to 


the back," Spencer said. 


He pointed out that in many 


cases burglars observe homes 
before they break in and can 
determine from where cars are 
parked whether or not someone 
is at home. 


"Leave your garage door 


locked," he warned. 


"In 
the last 
five 
years 


burglary and larceny has in- 
creased 
109 per cent. This 


represents 70 per cent of all 
crimes commited,' he said. 


Hodge told members of the 


club that the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment has several engraving 
pencils that can be used to mark 
T.V.'s, radios, and guns with. 
He noted that a persons' drivers 
license 
number 
can 
be 


engraved on the items for 
proper identification.

North of San Antonio and 


west of Austin is a piece of 
Texas of peculiar beauty. 


It must seem almost exotic to 


persons spending a lifetime on 
the coastal flatlands or the 
Great Plains. 


It is a land of running water 


hills, cliffs, fat cows and sheepi 
little valleys and stone houses. 


Each turn of the road reveals 


a new scene. 


Little

Johnson loved the Hill Country 
so much. 


This is the land to which 


John 0. Meusebach led German 


A Texan Lost in Texas 


colonists nearly a century and 
a half ago, and the immigrants' 
imprint remains even now. 


Drive through such towns as 


Dripping Springs, Johnson City, 
Hye, Stonewall, Fredericksburg 
and on to the city of Kerrville. 


Nowhere do you see the small 


town decay which mars so 
many communities and tells a 
story of stagnation. 


The buildings are in good re- 


pair, brightly painted, obvious- 
ly still useful no matter how 
ancient. 


In too many regions, the most 


common sight is one of aban- 
doned and rotting barns, sheds 
and homes. 


But not in the Hill Country. 


Probably any abandoned struc- 
tures are not left to decay. Log- 
ically they would be torn down 
and the materials used else- 
where. 


For the Germans are noted 


for their sensible thrift and 
seem to have brainwashed the 
non-Germans who have infil- 
trated into believing that a 
clean, uncluttered countryside 
is a thing of beauty. And it is. 


Between the hills are little 


valleys which have been turned 
into farm land. The fields are 
as tailored as a country club 
golf green. 


This is one of the few Texas 


regions still devoted to the 
family farm. And it will remain 
that way. 


of

The main reason is that the 


industrial farm cannot function 
in such geography. 


Industrial agriculture, vyhich 


started when poor tenant farm-

ming, simply would not work 
here. 


The small valley fields are 


simply not suitable for mass 
cultivation. 


This beauty of the land must 


be refreshing to visitors, and 
they come here by well over a 
million a year. 


This always has been a tour- 


ist or vacation area partly be- 
cause it is cool in the summer. 


But the major feature bring- 


ing the visitors is the LBJ State 
Park. 


The 
centerpiece 
of 
what 


sometimes has been called LBJ 
Country is the park structures 
on Ranch Road 1, a brief turn- 
off from Texas 290 between 
Johnson 
City 
and 
Fred- 


ericksburg. 


There are other places near- 


by such as Johnson's birth- 
place, his ranch, the schools he 
attended and his grave. 


People arrive daily, singly 


and in great groups, to pay 
homage to the late President 
and to teach a little history to 
the youngsters. 


Running through this country 


is the Pedernales River, hardly 
a nationally-known stream until 


Johnson became President. It 
flows through his ranch and 
was much in the news. 


Asked a young, educated na- 


tive how he pronounced Peder- 
nales.

sibility to pay for curbs, gutters 
and a base for the street top- 
ping. The developer will also 
pay for the paving at the actual 
time of the work, but will be 
reimbursed by the city at the 
rate of one-half the amount of 
<id valorem taxes paid by 
property 
owners along 
the 


street site each year.

reimbursed for street paving. 
The city will pay yearly at the 
rate of one-half the amount of 
taxes from property bordering 
the street until the individual or 
individuals who financed the 
paving are paid in full.
